THE POOR QUALITY Of the crew of the: Admiral Graf Spee 
has been revealed to the Admiralty by the British mer- 
chant captains and wireless operators. 

The Graf Spee’s crew, they said, was abnormally young, 


from 17 to 22 years of age. - 


Some of them had never 


been afloat before and were inexperienced and unhandy. 


“They weren't seamen, they didn’t [ 
know the first thing about !t,” said one 
captain. “If they could do anything 
wrongly, they did it!” 

The British prisoners watched the 
demoralization of the crew through a 
port-hole. Many of the men were 
demoralized at their first sight of kill- 
ed and wounded and were physically 
sick, although when sinking merchant- 
ships they were full of glee. 

The British prisoners had the same 
food that the crew had, and in the 
opinion-of some of them, “it was not 
enough to enable a man to do a full 
day’s work.” 

MORTIFIED | 

The Graf Spee’s crew were mortified 
when a merchant captain’ whose ship 
they had sunk under the impression it 
carried ‘a cargo of wool told them (once 
his ship was at the bottom) that in 
fact she had been carrying 8,000 tons 
of meat, butter and cheese! 

The morale of the crew was further 
weakened because they had been 
taught to under-estimate the enemy, 
said the captains. They believed that 
the Graf Spee was invincible. They 
also believed that all British ports 
were blocked with mines and that all 
traffic had ceased. 

NAIVE BELIEF 

They also believed that all the capi- 
tal ships of the British Navy had been 
sunk along with the Ark Royal! 

From the evidence of these captains, 
the Admiralty concludes that if this 
crew of the Graf Spee was a “crack” 
crew, the standard of the Nazi Navy 
cannot be compared with that of the 
German Navy. in 1914.—Reuter.

On January 21 one Greek 
steamer and one Danish ship 
were sunk without warning 


by German submarines. 

In neither case did the submarine 
make any attempt to save the lives 
of the crews. 

The Greek ship, Ekatontarcos 
Dracoulis, was torpedoed without 
warning by a German submarine in 
the Atlantic. Twelve men of _ the 
crew were picked up by the Italian 
ship, Nino Padre, but one, lifeboat, 
with several men in it, is still miss- 
ing, the submarine making no attempt 
to save the crew. , 

On the same day, the Danish 
steamer, Tekla, was torpedoed with- 
out warning. Eight of the crew were 
rescued by the Norwegian steamer 
Iris, again the submarine making no 
effort to save the crew. 


THREE OTHERS 


There !s not the slightest doubt 
that the Tekla was sunk by a tor- 


“pedo froma U-boat.” One of the sur- | 


vivors stated that he clearly saw the 
track of the torpedo just before the 
explosion occurred. It is now known 
that three other neutral ships which 
were sunk some time ago were the 
victims of German submarines. 

The ships were the Finnish, Merca- 
tor, the Swedish, Lars Magnus Tro- 
zelli, and the Swedish Svarton. 

For as long as possible those out- 
side Germany tried to believe that 
these ships had been lost through 
other causes, but irrefutable evidence 
now proves them to have been dell- 
berately sunk by U-boats. 
_ To-day, the whole world outside

Shanghai, To-day. 

In view of the approaching an- | 
niversary of the Shanghai war of 
Jan, 28, 1932, the Japanese mili- 
tary are reported to be enforcing 
martial law in the surrounding 
occupied areas such as Nantao, 
Chapel and Woosung, from to- 
morrow. Meanwhile the police 
authorities and the Volunteers in 
the Settlement and Concession 
have received mobilisation orders 
for Jan. 28, when all principal 
roads will be barricaded and 
searches for arms instituted. Local 
Chinese public bodies are stated 
to have decided to suspend all 
forms of public amusement on 
Jan, 28.—Reuter.
